W a sh in g t o n , September 4th.—The halls 
of Congress rattled to-day with the fire of 
political musketry. In the Senate Plumb. 
Blair, Stervart and Reagan skirmished for 
position before Teller brought his artillery 
into play with the Chinese bill. In the

McCreary, Hitt 
and 
Chipman 
manned the guns, and stood by their re- 
spestive colors until nearly dark. 
Senator Teller’s speech on the Chinese 
question was listened to with attention. 
Alter giving the record of tbe Republican 
party on the labor question. Its criticised 
the re.tord of the Democrats on that issue. 
Starting with the first days of slavery, he 
called attention to the attituds of the 
party on all questions where thewellfare 
of the workingmen was in interest, and 
showed conclusively how ridiculous was 
their pretense now to being the friend 
and protector of labor. He gave consider­ 
able attention to the records of a number 
of Democratic Senators at present in Con­ 
gress, reading from the record their votes 
against bills intended to alleviate the con­ 
dition of the workingmen.

On the Chinese question.

Secretary of State,” he said, “ when in the 
Senate, had taken a great deal of interest 
in the Chinese bill in 1383, aud had voted 
for a number of amendments calculated to 
impair the usefulness of the bill.

THE HIGHT OF CHEEK 
For the Senator from Missouri to attempt 
an arraignment of the Republican party for 
their attitude on this or any other labor 
question of the present day. But let us,” 
he said, “turn our attention to the bill un­ 
der consideration. It is remarkable in one 
way, if in no other. It was introduced in 
the House yesterday, and, without refer­ 
ence to any committee, was passed without 
a dissenting vote. 
And by whom was this 
done? By a man in no way connected 
with the

to 
whom 
this 
class of legislation should properly be 
referred, and at tbe same time the man—of 
all the men in Congress—who has the least 
right to pose as the protector of American 
workingmen. There is probably but one 
way of accounting for the introduction of 
this bill by the Representative and that is 
by accepting as true the rumor that the 
bill was 


THE OFFSPRING OF THE EXECUTIVE. 
It is common rumor that the bill had not 
only the indorsement of the President, but 
was dictated by him. That probably ac­ 
counts for the alacrity with which the 
Democrats of the House voted for the bill 
without a question. While I am not pre­ 
pared to vouch for the truth or falseness of 
these rumors, I am inclined to believe that 
they will be given general credence, from 
the fact that the Representative who intro­ 
duced the bill is not only high priest of the 
Democratic party, but is at the same time 
the chosen disciple of the President.

In it he called attention to the 
fact that he was President or Director of 
more miles of railroad than any other 
man.

It 
was all consistent with the record of the 
party to degrade labor to the level of the 
pauper labor of Europe. The workingman 
of the country understood it, and they 
could not be turned from the truth.” The 
bill, he said, was nut forth because tbe 
Democratic party was in extremis and its 
object was to capture the electoral vo:o of 
California.

If retaliatory powers 
were granted, he thought the President 
would exercise them justly and moderately,, 
and said it was possible that a proclamation 
for retaliation would not be issued. If it 
was, he thought the good senss of the Ca­ 
nadians would cause tbem to consider this 
question in its proper light. 
HITT OF ILLINOIS. 
Said the President had. in making the 
treaty, abandoned all the incontestable 
igbts of America» citizens in thsir rela­ 
tions to Canada, and after the Senate bad 
refused to ratify this treaty be asks Con­ 
gress !or power io retaliate upoa Canada. 
Congress, he said, at various timos had con­ 
ferred upon the President large and boun­ 
teous powera to retaliate, and though cause 
bed often presented itself for the exercise 
of this power, nothing had Imhu done.

Yet the Pacific coast delegation has 
for over three years been laboring to 
se tire necessary restrictive legislation and 
the aid of the administration to that end, 
but without avail.

contravention of 
the existing treaties. 
Yet now we have the administration itself 
seeking to steal a march npon the Pacific 
coart Representatives for political effect, 
proposing a measure of precisely the 
character to which it wade such strenuous 
opposition so recently. 
if the Democratic party has lieen at any 
time a unite for the exclusion of Chinese, 
why when it had control of both houses 
of the Forty-sixth Congress did it not pass 
a measure sncli as the need demanded ? 
Representative Page at that time intro­ 
duced a hill for the purpose of affording 
relief, hut it was not acted upon by either 
honse.

About (i p. m., on Sunday last, an alarm 
w s sounded irom box 62, Twentieth and 0 
streets. Ii was simply an a arm of fire, 
a :d 8s it was s > far out in the suburbs but 
little attention was paid to it. 
The fire 
department went out, but found they were 
¡o i late to save a burning barn, and as there 
was no buildings near it, they returned. The 
R ecord U n io n o n the following morning 
said from what couid be learned that it was 
an incendimy fire. Officer Frszee immedi­ 
ate!}’ went to work npon the case, and soon 
ascertained to bis entire satisfaction that it 
was 
not only an incendiary fire bat 
that the barn had been burned in order to 
cover up a cold-blooded and cruel murder. 
From a very small cine he soon worked up 
a case that upon the lace of it shows that a 
man had been murdered ali on account of 
a glass ot beer ; that be dad been carried to 
a barn and then cremated in order to cover 
up the crime. 
Monday officer Frazee went out and ex­ 
amined ¿he ruins of the barn, and as he 
expected, found the charred remains of 
what, he think-, was a hitman being. He 
a!-o found some hnnie.u teeth, and hair, 
the cases of a watch, buckles and buttons 
such as are used on men's clothing, and 
melted gold and silver coin. This con­ 
firmed his worst suspicions. The Coroner 
was notified and took charge of the re­ 
turn B while the detective began to secute 
witnesses to corroborate his belief in a 
ruuder and subsequent arson to cover up 
the crime. 
Last evening Deputy Coroner Ciaik sum ­ 
moned a jury and proceeded to inquire 
into the cause of the death of the man 
whose bones were taken from the ashes of 
the burned building. 
Dr. Gardner was placed upon the stand 
and testified that he believed the remains 
were those of a human being. 
Mrs. Spillman, the owner of the barn, 
testified to the fact that a man who went 
by the name of Sho.ty, was in her saloon. 
He was drinking some and seemed to have 
plenty of money. While he was there, two 
young men, Thomas and John Henry Ker- 
"win, diove up in a boggy. Tom got out and 
said, ' ‘Helio, ‘Shorty,’ " and the two had a 
glass of beer together. 
After Tout had 
drank his beer he started to go in his 
buggy, when "Shorty’’ called him back to 
have another drink. They got into a quar­ 
rel over who should pay for it, when Tom 
knocked "Shorty” down and kicked aud 
stamped him while on the floor. ‘•Shorty” 
was afterward picked up by the Kerwin 
boys and a man by the name of Fisher and 
taken into the back room, wli»n it was 
ascertained he was seriously injured. He 
was takeu by the same parties out to the 
barn. She heard Tom say even then that 
he “ would fix him.” 
Another witness was Wm. M. Morrison, 
Jr., a man who lately came from Oregon 
with a lot of stock, and was driving in his 
bue„y along the Y-s'reet levee, looking for 
pasturage in the suburbs, and stopped at 
Mrs. Spillman’s saloon. He saw the entire 
difficulty, and corroborates Mrs. Spillman’s 
testimony. He says that ” Shorty'' first 
asked Tom Kerwin to come in and take a 
drink. They drank together, seemed to be 
social and friendly, and apparently old ac­ 
quaintances. After Tom drank he started 
for the buggy, when “ Shorty” called him 
back to get another drink. After they 
drank “ Shorty ’’ said : “ This is a Ken­ 
tucky treat, and you mast put up for your 
own 
drink.” 
This incensed Kerwin, 
and 
he 
knocked 
“ Shorty ” 
down. 
When 
‘‘Shorty’’ 
got 
up 
Kerwin 
hurled him against an 
ice-box 
with 
tremendous 
force 
almost 
breaking 
“ Shorty ” in two, and he fell, his head 
striking heavily on the lloor. Kerwin then 
jumped upon him and stamped him with 
heavy boots. “ Shorty ” lay like one dead, 
and Kerwin’s brother and a man by the 
name of Pele Fisher carried him in the 
back loom and washed the blood off him. 
While they were in the back room Tom re­ 
marked that if he got a chance he would 
finish “ Shorty.” 
Mr. Morrison, being a 
total stranger, did 
uot 
interfere. 
He 
says he is sure that “ Shorty” received 
fatal injuries. After a moment Fisher and 
Kerwiu tarried Shorty out to the barn. 
Witness saw him gasping and is confident 
that he died before they reached the barn. 
He stood at a window aud watched them 
carry the dying man or dead man into the 
barn. He then got into his baggy to drive 
off. After he got a short distance away 
he saw Tom Kerwin and Fisher running 
from the barn to the buggy, and a moment 
later tbe barn was in flames. 
The Kerwin boys were on the stand. 
John Henry said 
his brother slapped 
Shorty, but Tom came out bluntly and 
said, “I knocked him down.” 
These 
statements verified those of Mrs. Spillman 
and Mr. Morrison in nearly every particu­ 
lar, but in some important points they 
contradicted each other. 
Peter Fisher said he helped Kerwin take 
Shorty to the barn. Although badly pun­ 
ished, 
Shorty 
walked 
between them. 
They laid him down and tuade him as 
comfortable as 
possible on the straw. 
Shorty asked for a drink of water. He 
went and got a cop of water for him. 
Shorty raised up and took a drink and then 
set the cup of water down beside him. 
That is nil he knew about it. 
They ail denied having run from the 
barn just before the flames brokeout. They 
were c died in and Morrison pointed out 
Tom Kerwin and Peitr Fisher as the two 
men he saw running from the barn. 
At half-past 12 this morning the jury re­ 
turned a verdict of assault to commit m ur­ 
der against Tom Kerwin. The jury had 
one doubling member or the verdict would 
have been more direct. 
Some doubt as to 
the teeal certainty of the human identity 
of the bones and that they were those of 
“Shorty,” remained in the minds of the 
jury, but eitv-n were morally convinced 
that they were the boms of “Shorty,” and 
that he came to his death by either the 
beating or tbc fite, or by conjunction of the 
two 
Nevertheless the jury found that the 
bones were those of “Shorty,” true name 
unknown, a native of Flensburg, Germany, 
aged about 32 or 34 years. The name of 
“Shorty" will be learned to-day from a 
friend now absent from the city. 
Tbe names of the jurors were: A. Mar­ 
inen, T. J. Waldren, John Brown, Titos. 
Kirkpatrick, C. D. Wingate. Jacob Hein- 
miiier, M. Graf, W. Shuster, Robert Chew, 
Edward (Jormick, K. H. Champion, j. S. 
George. 
On the rendition of the verdict Deputy 
Coroner Clark issued his warrant for Tom 
Kerwin, and officer Frazee took the young 
man 
into custody, while special officer 
May, by direction of City Attorney Church, 
took F'sher into custody for detention for 
further examination and as a witness. 
Tom, during the long time the Coroner's 
Jury was out. sat in the Coroner's business 
office with his bead bowed and evidently 
very ill at ease. When arrested and started 
toward the prison he wept freely. Occa­ 
sionally his elder brother would come in 
while he sat in the office and teli him 
to rouse up. The brother was much less 
discomposed, and appeared rather an­ 
noyed than interested vitally in the mat­ 
ter*. To a reporter he declared his inno­ 
cence of any relation to the case, and that 
neither he ñor his brother had done any 
wrong. 
During the inquest City Attorney Church 
and Deputy District Attorney Jay U Brown 
were in attendance and counseled with the 
Coroner and officer Frazee. Chief of Police 
Lee was present a short time also. 
At the prison at 1 o'clock this morning, 
Tom Kerwin stated to a R dcord U n io n re­ 
porter that when tbe fire in the barn broke 
out he was at Mike llailau's, Twenty- 
second and S streets. He denied that he 
was in the barn at nil, or helped carry 
“ Shorty ” into it. He admitted thul he 
had kicked ’‘Shorty ” and had struck him 
in the face. He said “ Shorty” did not 
walk to the barn alone, but was assisted by 
Fisher and Henry Kerwin. one on either 
side. Torn said he would be 20 years of 
age on the- 20th inst 
He admitted that he 
had known “ Shorty’’ for some tim e,but 
added that he did not know his trne name. 
He knew “ Shorty’, when he worked at 
Coyle’s place, on the lower Stockton road. 
He thought “ Shorty ’’ was a Dane. 
Fishei stated, after his arrest, to a R eco rd- 
Unios reporter that he and Henry took 
Shorty to the barn, made a bed tor him out 
of gunny-sacks next to the feed-box, aud 
placed him on it. He asked Shorty if he 
wanted a drink of water, and he said yes. 
Fisher went to the front of the barn, got a 
tin cupfnl of water, raised the man up and 
put the cup to his lips. Shorty said he'd 
take it in his own hands, and did so and 
drar.k. 
The cap was then put down. 
Fisher 
said 
positively Tom 
was in 
the barn at this tim e; that he went 
in with Fisher and Henry. (Tom denies 
this) Fisber added: “ Tom and Henry 
left the barn wliereShorty was lying before 
I did. 
When I got outside they were about 
a quarter of a block ahead of me and go­ 
ing toward the Spillman saloon. They got

MJXMEB WEATHER COMPARISONS FROM 1880 TO 1888. 


The summer of 1888 has given the highest temperature and the ereatest number of 
days with a temperature above 90°. It nevertheless was not as hot a summer as the one 
of 1878 and 1879. The average temperature for these two summers was 73° while this 
one was but 72°. In all other respects the summer of 1888 was abont the normal con­ 
tritio n , theouration of heated spells and the extremes ot temperature were greater but 
the cool temperature of June and July equalized the heated term of August, thereby 
bringing the average of our summer temperature to about normal, although the averBge 
temperature of August wa3 somewhat above the normal for that month.

THE LOWELL MURDER CASE. 


S o m e N ew D e v e lo p m e n ts In th e C a se — 
T h e P r o s e c u tio n C lo se s T o -D ay . 
In the Lowell murder case yesterday one 
new point came out—Mike Keyser, a man 
who had stock 
pasturing on Lowell’s 
ranch, testified that he met Myers and 
Olsen on the ranch on the 10th of March, 
and was introduced to them by Lowell. 
He talked with them for some time. On 
the morning after the murder, he arrived 
at the ranch with his two daughters, young 
girls, and found three cows dead and the 
fresh entrails of the calf the defendants say 
they killed while burning for his stock. 
He found, the old white horse that was shot 
by Draper. Tbe two girls were left at 
Lowell’s cabin for a week, while the father 
went to Sacramento and back. 
When 
they arrived there tbe morning alter the 
murder there was a notice on the door, 
stating that Lowell had gODe away for two 
weeks. The counsel for the defense con­ 
test every point stubbornly, and a great 
many excrptions have been 
taken to 
the 
rulings 
of 
the 
Court. 
Mvets 
tabes no apparent interest in the case and 
never changes his position. Olsen and 
Drager watch everything very closely. 
Deputy Sheriff Newbert, of Sacramento, 
when on the stand produced and read a let 
ter written by Myers to his wife, when he 
was in the county jail. In the letter Myers 
tells his wife tbat “ they killed Lowell,” 
and regrets that he ever met Olsen. The 
letter is considered very damaging to the 
defendants. 
The afternoon session was taken np with 
ihe reading of the testimon} taken in the 
case of John Steen while on trial in Sacra­ 
mento for receiving a portion of the prop­ 
erty stolen from Lowell 
The testimony of 
Harry Myers was read by W. E. Doane 
from shorthand notes, under an objection 
made by the counsel for the defense. The 
prosecution expect to close their case to­ 
day. 
RALIF0KNIA^GKEEJi FRUIT. 


A n P n li-.n ltetl D e m a n d 
F o r it In tb e 
F a s t e n , C itie s. 
Ex Senator L. W. Buck, General Man­ 
ager i f the California Fruit Union, has just 
returned from a two months’ tour of the 
principal Eastern cities, and makes the fol­ 
lowing statement in an intervp w pnblished 
in the San Francisco Alla : 
“1 visited all tbe principal cities of New 
York, New England, Pennsylvania, Illi­ 
nois. Ohio. Indiana. Minnesota, and Iowa.” 
said Mr. Buck, “and everywhere I found 
California fruit in active demand. 
With 
all the large fruit dealers in the principal 
cities it has become almost a necessity. It 
is earlier, larger, brighter, keeps iooge'r and 
stands shipment better than home-grown 
fruit. Stand proprietors must keep it to 
make their stock attractive and fill out 
their variety, even thoogh they may not 
sell a great deal. But they do sell it in 
large quantities, even at the high retail 
prices, for everywhere customers eagerly 
inquire for it, and seem quite willing to 
buy it at dear figures. 
Even those who 
cannot afford to buy it, buy at the stands 
where it is sold. 
“ Up to the 10th of August the demand 
in the Eastern cities for California frnit is 
simply unlimited, and the only question of 
profit is involved in the condiiion in which 
it arrives. If the fruit is choice and 
properly packed, ready sale and fair profit 
are absolutely certain. 
Ami 1 notice one 
thing, fine fruit is apt to be well packed, 
while inferior fruit is ofien put iip in a 
very slipshop fashion. Poor fruit is not 
a good thing to send to maiker, but it may 
be sold at a profit if put up in attractive 
shape. It is bonnd to be a drug and a ioss 
if packed cailessty and uncleanly. 
As I 
said before, however, up to the 10th of 
August the Eastern market cannot be over­ 
stocked with good fruit. If freights were 
reduced so we could lay it down at inore 
reasonable prices, the demand would out­ 
ran the supply, for it would then become 
a necessity to the trade in all the towns of 
any size. 
I think twenty carloads of 
peaches could be sold every day a: a good 
profit in Chicago, provided they arrived in 
good condition. 
Abont ihe 1st of August 
some Bartlett peare bfgffi to come in from 
Kentucky and Virgiuia, but ihey are small 
and will not compare with t ur California 
pears. 
Later on better pears come in from 
New York. Ohio and Pennsylvania, and, 
being cheaper and fresher than ours, glut 
the market for us. 
Nevertheless we sttll 
have an advantage over the Eastern frnit 
men in our method of packing. California 
orebanlists geuerally pack fruit far better 
than the Eastern growers, and then, our 
(ruit will preserve mnch longer than the 
lruit which ripens duriug the excessively 
sultry and humid summers of the Middle 
States. 
“The operations of the Fruit Union this 
season have been very satisfactory as a 
whole, though doubtless there have been 
some individual disappointments, due to 
the causes which I have before stated 
In 
the main shippers have received prompt 
returns and tair profits, and, so far its 1 
have been able to learn, are greatly in favor 
of the preseut plan of putting fruit on the 
Eastern market. With each succeeding 
season the market will broaden, and the 
methods of handling, packing and shipping 
will improve, all of which will add to tbe 
profits of growers and shippers. We tried 
the auction plan of placing fruit on the 
market for tbe first time in Chicago, and 
have found that it works admirably. It en­ 
able- ns to get fruit, in the hands of the 
trade in greater quantities and much less 
delay than formerly, and the prices as a 
whole are very fair. \\ bile they do not 
rule as high throughout as under the old 
system. they are more satisfactory and fully 
as remunerative, on account of the de­ 
creased loss from delay, and other causes 
due to delay. During this season we dis­ 
posed of as high as sixteen carloads at auc­ 
tion in Chicago in a single day at excellent 
prices. Only eleven carloads, however, be 
longed to the Union, the five being shipped 
by private parties.”

A large majority of the camping parties 
that have left this city daring the present 
season have gone to the Rubicon Springs 
in the Georgetown divide,where the scenery 
is grand, treating excellent and game plenti­ 
ful. In speaking of the Rubicon Spring, 
the Virginia City Enterprise says : 
“ Just at present there is a rush from all 
parts of Nevada to Rubicon Springs. They 
must now take the water about as fast as it 
makes its appearance. 
The 
medicinal 
spring at Rabicon is one of tbe smallest in 
the Sierras. 
Its whole flow is through a 
hole in the rock about tbe size of a lead 
pencil. 
It might be bottled as fast as it 
flows. It comes up hissing with gases and 
is all the stronger tor being smali in quan­ 
tity. 
The water is very pleasant to the 
taste, yet it is strongly impregnated with 
various kinds of minerals. The man who 
drinks the water of this spring soon wants 
foui sqnare meals a day. For some reasons 
Californians do not seem to have discov­ 
ered the virtues of this spring as a rejuvena- 
tor. While the Rabicon continues to flow 
it is all nonsense for Pacific Coasters to 
cross the ocean in search of water at any of 
the spas.”

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


LICENSES. 


Ke- 
C olleo to r D o la n S ta tes S om e F a cta 
g a rtiin g T h eir P a y m e n t. 
License Collector Dolan was represented 
in our evening contemporary the other day 
as having appointed ‘‘Detective Cone” as 
his deputy, and was scored for so doing, 
inquiry of Mr. Dolan develops these facts. 
He has not appointed Cone his deputy. 
Ail officers have been given to understand 
that if they make arrests for failure of 
anyone to procure a license he, Mr. Dolan, 
is in duty hound to prosecute the cases. 
Several Constables have all along made it 
their business to look out for violations of 
the license law. The law a) low3 the officer 
who makes an arrest a fee, and it was 
probably put into the ¡aw to stimulate 
them to duty. But this fee is not paid by 
the License Collector, nor lia3 he anything 
whatever ■ to do with it. Mr. Dolan says 
officers make arrests sometimes, and on 
payment of the license fee do not present 
the parties for trial, as the object isattained 
when they take out a license. 
The License 
Collector issues 
a 
license to an offi­ 
cer, or any one else who calls for it, and 
pay.-, the fee. If Cone, says Mr. Dolan, 
has arrested or threatened to arrest any per­ 
sons, and then let them go on payment of 
a fee to him, Cone, as a personal matter or 
bribe, ho has acted unlawfully, and with­ 
out the knowledge or authority of the Li­ 
cense Collector or any one else. No one 
has a right to promise insurance against 
prosecution for not takiDg out a license. 
Mr. Dolan say3 Conedid ask him som etim e 
ago if he (Dolan) would prosecute cases 
where he arrested parties for not having a 
license, and Dolan told him that if he 
(Cone) was authorized to make arrests lie 
would prosecute the cases. 
He adds that 
he issues a license to any who apply, and 
that Cone and other officers and persons 
have applied and received licenses lor par­ 
lies named, but no one is hired to do so by 
the Collector, or receives any fee from him 
cr out of the license fnnd for doing so, and 
he disclaims any authority or power over 
any one who looks up delinquent license 
cases. 


S ta te m e n t o f M rs. S au n d ers. 
Mrs. Saunders, to whom reference has 
been rnade as having left her children in a 
buggy on Saturday evening and gone away 
in company with two men, and remaining 
until her children had been taken away 
and put to bed by a family on J street, 
claims that great injustice has been done 
her in the published statement; that she 
was entirely innocent of any neglect of her 
children, and desires the publication of the 
statement given below. She states tbatshe 
resides upon a fruit tarm three miles south­ 
east of the city, which she conducts with­ 
out any hired help, and in addition brings 
her fruit to market and selis it. 
Her state­ 
ment is as follows : 
"1 came in on Saturday eveing in a 
buggy bringing some boxes of irnit, and 
having my two girls, one twelve and the 
ot) er eight years of sge, with me. Arrived 
afl^ t S o’clock, and after disposing of the 
fruit aud driving around town, Í met a 
lady who 
a neighbor of mine in the 
00 tin try. 
‘‘Upon meeting hei she asked me if 1 
would take her son out home as she could 
not wait for him. 
I then concluded, as I 
had a chance, to send my buggy home, and 
as I have roonu on J street which I oc­ 
cupy with iny family when i desire to stop 
in town, to stay here that night, and let 
the young man drive my horse lióme. 
1 
therefore drove to Barton’s to let the 
children have some ice cream, while I 
stopped around the biock to tell the neigh­ 
bor’s son about taking the horse home. 
A iter hitchiDg, I gave my children money 
to get ice cream, as I had frequently done 
before, and told them when they had eaten 
it to go down to our rooms and I would be 
there :n a little while. 
1 then, in company 
with a young lady friend, walked over to 
tlieClunie Opera House where the neigh­ 
bors son was attending the Republican 
mass meeting, and waited tliere some 
time 
to 
see him. 
W hile there we 
met 
Dr. 
H. H. 
Pierson, 
and Ar­ 
thur 
Manley, two well-known citizens 
with whom I was well acquainted and who 
have always treated me with the utmost 
respect. After conversing socially a short 
time, the lady aud myself and the two gen­ 
tlemen I have named walked over to J 
street together, passing ont of the side en 
trance to the theater which exits 011 Eighth 
street. 
We went directly from the theater 
to where 1 had left the buggy, and to my 
surprise the buggy was gone, and I was 
told that the children, instead of going to 
the rooms as i had directed them to do, 
remained in the buggy aud were subse­ 
quently taken to a hotel near by. The rea­ 
son for their remaining there was, that 
when I gave them the mouev to get ice­ 
cream I happened to hand it to n iy young­ 
est daughter, and the older oue thereupon 
wilfuliy refused to go to the restaurant, 
and both, foolishly, eat in the buggy aud 
cried. 
“ The older one was 12 years of age and 
had frequently gone to the rooms alone be­ 
fore. and was entirely competent to do so. 
1 This ie the entire reason why the chil­ 
dren were foand in the buggy, as has been 
stated. 
From this circumstance the terri 
ble insinuation and published statements 
have been made, and my oldest daughter 
realizing 
that 
her 
conduct

THE DEMOCRACY. 


H 011. J o h n P . Ir ish D isc u sse s th e Issu e s 
o f th e D a jr. 
Last evening a large Democratic meeting 
at the Clnnie Opera House was addressed 
by the Hon. John P. Irish, of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Mr. Irish is one of the finest stump 
speakers in the State, and he held the im ­ 
mense audience for nearly two boors. H is 
address was argumentative, fall of good 
points, well received, and frequently inter­ 
rupted with applause. 
The meeting was called to order by Matt 
F. Johnson, who introduced the speaker of 
the evening. 
Mr. Irish said the issue was not between 
free trade and protection, but between low 
taxes and high taxes. 
Both parties pledged 
themselves in 1884 to reduce tariff taxes 
$60,000.u00 a year, to the amount of the an­ 
nual surplus in the Treasury. Each party 
had left that pledge unredeemed until sum­ 
moned to its redemption by the President’s 
message last December. Then the Repub­ 
lican leaders changed their policy and de­ 
nounced the tax reduction which they had 
pledged their party to effect. The Presi­ 
dent's policy, crystallized in the Mills bill, 
is simply an honest effort to perform the 
promise made by both parlies in 1884. 
This issue is now under debate to oe de­ 
cided in November. The Republican case 
was put before the people last Saturday 
night in California. General Barnes,speak­ 
ing in San Francisco to an audience ol con­ 
sumers, claimed that the present protective 
tariff had cheapened every article which it 
protected, and therefore, was the proper 
policy for the consumer, and therefore is 
the right policy. 
Mr. Estee, speaking the 
same night in Sacramento to an audience 
of producers, claimed that the same pro­ 
tective tariff has raised the price of every 
article it protects, and therefore, is the right 
policy for the producer. Leaving these gen­ 
tlemen to reconcile their irrepressible con­ 
flict between high prices and low prices of 
'he same articles, covered by the same sys­ 
tem of protection, Mr. Irish said he would 
present the issue as it is—simply a question 
of reducing taxes down to the actual needs 
of the Government by reducing or repeal­ 
ing taxes upon the necessaries of life. 
The Treasury surplus may be reduced 
by lowering the tariff' taxes upon the 
necessaries of life, which are involuntary 
taxes, or by repealing the whisky and 
tobacco tax, whichjis a tax upon the un­ 
necessaries of life and is a voluntary tax, 
paid only by those who use whisky and 
tobacco. The difference between au’invol- 
untary and a voluntary tax was made 
plain by copious illustrations. The Mills 
bill makes wool free. 
He proved by Re­ 
publican organs’ admissions and statements 
that the tariff has never raised the price of 
American wool. 
It simply compelled the 
people to buy 
foreign 
woolen 
goods 
that 
will be 
manufactured 
at 
home 
when wool is made free. 
We produce 
only half the wool we consume. 
Let us 
import the other half in raw wool and em­ 
ploy our own labor in its manufacture. 
It is said that to reduce Federal taxes will 
impair the wages of labor. 
He proceeded 
to prove by Republican authority that the 
tariff has never added a penny to the wages 
of American labor. 
Wages are fixed by 
the law of supply and demand and by the 
productive power of labor. 
He proved by 
Blaine’s own report as Secretary of State in 
1881, that the wages of labor in Massachu­ 
setts cotton mills are only 13 cents an hour, 
while wages in English cotton mills are 14 
cents an hour. This proof was read from 
Blaine’s original report signed by his own 
name. This report also proves by 
Mr. 
Blaine's own figures that the labor cost of 
American cotton cloth ia far below the 
labor cost of English cotton cloth, but the 
total cost of American cottons is made 
higher than the English cost, not by higher 
wages here, but by tariff taxation on 
American dye stuff, coal, etc. 
Mr. Irish’s facts, figures and illustrations 
then were compounded to cover the whole 
field of American industry, with the con­ 
clusion that the labor cost of American 
production is the lowest in the world,hence 
with a repeal of excessive taxes we can 
compete at home and in the markets of 
the world with any civilized labor on 
earth without reducing the wage8 of our 
workingmen. 
The features ot the Mills 
bill were explained and vindicated, and 
affirmed in the interest of American labor 
and the cohesion of American commerce 
and profits. 


A F a s t H o rse. 
They have an equine wonder at Agricult­ 
ural Park, and it is safe to say that no 
green horse has 
excited more interest 
among turfmen 
than he has siuce the 
time that Hod Eldred brought out Bay 
Frauk. He is known as Victor, and has 
been camping in the northern circuit and 
“ taking in everything in sight.” 
He went 
on the track at Glenbrook Park apparently 
an old broken down plug, his sulky was all 
patched up, his harness ail pieced out, his 
driver apparently a greeny, his hair full of 
hay seed. 
In the first heat he came near 
being distanced, and then sold in the pools 
for almost nothing. The driver shook the 
hay out of his hair, picked up the old 
horse, and sent him for the second heat and 
distanced the whole field. 
H e captured

minutes.” 
The name of this horse is 
Victor, lie is 5 years old, by Echo out of 
a thoroughbred mare, and was bred by W. 

No one seems to 
know how fast he can go, but there are a 
number of turfmen who claim he can go 
away below 2:20, and think he can make a 
good race with Stambonl. Wocdnnt and 
Gus Wilkes.
